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N  the  Preface  to  the  Second  Volume 
of  this  "Bibliography  of  Printing," 
reference  was  made  to  the  causes 
which  rendered  necessary  the 
issue  of  a  Third  volume. 

The  first  portion  of  the  matter 
appeared  in  the  Printing  Times 
and  Lithographer  as  far  back  as 
January,  1876.  The  first  volume 
of  the  reproduction  in  book  form  went  to  press  in  1880, 
the  second  in  1884.  What  has  been  described  as  a  long 
and  laborious  task,  but  one  correspondingly  necessary  and 
useful  in  the  interests  of  the  literature  of  the  art,  is  now 
brought  to  a  close. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  method  of  publication  and  the 
alphabetical  system  of  arrangement  of  this  work  must 
have  precluded  the  citation  of  many  works  which,  if  the 
"  Bibliography "  had  been  only  now  issued  as  a  whole, 
would  have  been  included.  This  shortcoming  is  remedied 
by  the  record  and  review  of  new  books  given  in  the 
journal  above  mentioned,  and    to  which  the  yearly  index 
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gives  immediate  reference.  It  will  be  found,  however, 
that  an  endeavour  has  been  made  to  obviate  this  dis- 
advantage by  bringing  the  later  articles,  such  as  "  Typo- 
graphy" up  to  date. 

It  had,  certainly,  at  one  time  been  intended  to  continue 
the  catalogue  in  the  shape  of  a  Supplement,  but  the 
wishes  of  subscribers,  anxious  to  see  the  completion 
of  a  work  so  long  in  progress,  prevailed,  and  for  the 
same  reason  a  mass  of  valuable  matter  relative  to  the 
publications  and  history  of  Printers'  Societies  has  been 
for  the  present  withheld. 

The  health  of  Mr.  Charles  VVyman,  to  which  reference 
was  made  in  the  preceding  volume,  has  not  yet  been 
restored,  but  the  collaborateurs  already  mentioned  have 
continued  their  valuable  and  most  kindly  assistance. 

Mr.  John  Southward,  to  whose  services  allusion  was 
made  in  the  prefaces  of  the  first  two  volumes,  has 
revised  and  collated  the  various  proof-sheets,  and  from 
the  commencement  has  written  the  principal  annotations 
and  biographies.  Mr.  William  Blades,  Mr.  Theodor 
GoEBEL,  of  Stuttgart ;  Mr.  John  H.  Hessels,  of  Cam- 
bridge;  Mr.  Louis  Mohr,  of  Strasbourg;  Mr.  Theo. 
L.  de  Vinne,  of  New  York,  and  Mr.  Van  der  Haegen, 
of  Ghent, — names  of  the  highest  eminence  in  this 
department  of  Bibliography, —  have  all  rendered  in- 
valuable aid,  and  contributed  most  materially  to  the 
carrying  out  of  an  enterprise  the  results  of  which  are 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  reader.

The  family  of  Thiboust  occupies  a 
distinguished  place  in  the  list  of  French 
typographers.  It  began  with  Guillaume 
Thiboust,  a  printer  of  the  i6th  century, 
who  wrote,  in  1544,  a  book  called 
"  Les  Complaintes  d'une  Dame  surprise 
d'Amour."  His  son, Samuel  Thiboust, v.-as 
the  printer  to  the  University,  and  pub- 
lished the  celebrated  "  Mythologie,  ou 
'Explication  des  Fables,"  by  Baudouin, 
in  folio,  with  engravings,  and  the  "  His- 
toire  d'Espagne,"  by  Turguet,  in  two 
volumes  folio.  He  was  succeeded,  as 
printer  to  the  University,  by  his  son 
Claude  Thiboust,  who  died  suddenly  at 
Passy,  in  1667.  The  posthumous  son  of 
the  latter,  Claude  Louis  Thiboust,  passed 
as  master  of  arts  in  1685,  and  then  became 
printer  and  publisher  to  the  University. 
He  turned  his  attention  to  typefounding, 
with  much  success,  in  1694.  The  decree 
appointing  him  printer  to  the  University 
thus  refers  to  his  predecessors  :  "  Qui 
contra  quam  cajteri  librarii  solent,  plus 
in  arte  sua  nominis  ac  famae  quam  divi- 
tiarum  sibi  suisquecompararestuduerint." 
This  printer  issued  several  splendid 
editions  of  the  classics.  He  was  a  good 
Latin  and  Greek  scholar,  and  wrote  in  the 
former  language  the  above-cited  poem, 
and  printed  it  in  Paris,  T718,  8vo. 
He  died  in  1737.  His  son,  Claude 
Charles  Thiboust,  was  his  successor,  and 
in  reputation  his  rival.  He  was  likewise 
a  man  of  good  education.  He  translated 
the  Latin  poem  of  his  father,  and  reprinted 
it  with  his  own  translation  in  1754.  In 
1748  Claude  C.  Thiboust  compiled  a  list 
of  409  "  Libraires  et  Imprimeurs  de  Paris, 
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re^us  depuis  1689  jusqu'en  1748."  He 
evinced  a  great  veneration  for  the  memory 
of  his  father,  and  had  a  portrait  of  him 
engraved  by  the  celebrated  engraver 
Daulle,  placing  beneath  it  four  elegiac 
lines  written  by  himself. 

He  also  printed  a  "  Traduction  litterale 
etpoetiquedes  Psaumesde  David;  suivant 
la  Vulgate  "  by  Pepin,  in  1744.  Some 
days  after,  he  himself  satirised  this  trans- 
lation in   a   "Lettre   a   un    ami."      He 


rendered  into  French  prose  various  Latin 
verses,  which  he  found  in  the  cloisters  of 
the  Chartreux  de  Paris,  and  wrote  the 
life  of  St.  Bruno.  Two  editions  of  this 
work  were  issued,  one  in  quarto  in  1755 
with  the  Latin  original  at  the  beginning, 
and  engravings  by  Chauvan  ;  and  the 
other,  also  in  quarto,  without  engravings. 
He  was  engaged  on  a  translation  of 
Horace,  when  he  died,  in  T757.

"Amidst  the  darkness  which  surrounds 
the  discovery  of  many  of  the  arts,  it  has 
been  ascertained  that  it  is  practicable  to 
trace  the  introduction  and  progress  of 
Printing,  in  the  northern  part  of  America, 
to  the  period  of  the  Revolution.  A  his- 
tory of  this  kind  has  not,  until  now,  been 
attempted,  although  the  subject,  in  one 
point  of  view,  is  more  interesting  to  us 
than  to  any  other  nation. 

"  I  am  sensible  that  a  work  of  this  kind 
might,  in  other  hands,  have  been  rendered 
more  interesting.  It  has  a  long  time 
been  the  wish  of  many  that  some  person 
distinguished  for  literature  would  bring 
it  lorward  ;  but,  as  no  one  has  appeared 
who  was  disposed  to  render  this  service 
to  the  republic  of  letters,  the  partiality  of 
some  of  my  friends  led  them  to  entertain 
the  opinion,  that  my  long  acquaintance 
with  Printing  must  have  afforded  me  a 
knowledge  of  many  interesting  facts,  and 
pointed  out  the  way  for  further  inquiry, 
and  that,  therefore,  I  should  assume  the 
undertaking.  Thus  I  have  been,  perhaps 
too  easily,  led  to  engage  in  a  task  which 
has  proved  more  arduous  than  I  had 
previously  apprehended  and  which  has 
been  attended  with  much  expense. 

"  It  is  true  that,  in  the  course  of  fifty 


years,  during  which  I  have  been  inti- 
mately connected  with  the  art,  I  became 
acquainted  with  many  of  its  respectable 
professors,  some  of  whom  had,  long 
before  me,  been  engaged  in  business. 
From  them  I  received  information 
respecting  the  transactions  and  events 
which  occurred  in  their  own  time,  and 
also  concerning  those  of  which  they 
received  the  details  from  their  prede- 
cessors. By  these  means  I  have  been 
enabled  to  record  many  circumstances 
and  events  which  must  soon  have  been 
buried  in  oblivion.  My  long  acquaint- 
ance with  printing,  and  the  researches  I 
made  in  several  of  the  colonies  before 
the  Revolution,  certainly  afforded  me  no 
inconsiderable  aid  in  this  underts.king  ; 
and,  to  this  advantage,  I  may  add,  and  I 
do  it  with  sincere  and  grateful  acknow- 
ledgments, that  I  have  received  the 
most  friendly  attention  to  my  inquiries 
from  gentlemen  in  different  parts  of  the 
United  States. 

"The  history  of  printing  in  America, 
I  have  brought  down  to  the  most  im- 
portant event  in  the  annals  of  our 
country— the  Revolution.  To  have  con- 
tinued it  beyond  this  period,  all  will 
admit  would  have  been  superfluous."

This  is,  in  reality,  the  "Dictionary  of 
Printers  and  Printing,"  with  another  title, 
the  quire-stock,  or  "remainder"  having 
been  bought  by  Mr.  H.  G.  Bohn,  who 
gave  the  book  a  new  title-page,  as  above, 
and  added  the  twelve  pages  of  matter  at 
the  end,  which  contain  some  meagre 
particulars  of  printers  and  booksellers, 
from  1839  to  1842.  The  book  was  issued 
with  the  "Printers'  Manual  "  (see  supra], 


The  author  gives,  in  the  preface,  the 
following  account  of  his  early  days  : — "  I 
received  the  rudiments  of  my  education 
at  a  day-school  in  my  native  town, 
Manchester,  and  was  afterwards  removed 
to  the  free  grammar-school  under  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Gaskell.  Early  attached 
to  a  love  of  reading,  I  have  remained  all 
my  life  an  ardent  inquirer  after  know- 
ledge.

The  original  preface  (retained  in  Bohn's 
reissue)  is  dated  Manchester,  June  i, 
1839.  It  is  therein  stated  that  the  portion 
of  the  work  which  forms  the  introduction 
was  delivered  as  one  of  two  lectures  in 
1828,  and  the  author  was  induced  to 
pursue  the  subject  further,  as  a  means 
both  of  self-instruction  and  amusement 
for  his  leisure  hours.  "  From  that  time  to 
the  present,"  says  Timperley,  "scarcely 
any  other  object  has  engrossed  more 
of  my  attention  than  that  of  obtaining 
every  information  relative  to  Printers  and 
Printing.  Not  aware  of  the  labours  that 
others  had  performed,  and  without  an 
assistant,  I  had  many  obstacles  to  coo- 
tend  with,  and  soon  became  well  con- 
vinced that  the  design  I  had  formed  was 
above  the  bibliographical  acquirements 
of  a  journeyman  printer.  Stimulated, 
however,  to  proceed,  I  continued  my 
researches  with  increased  ardour,  and, 
though  conscious  of  not  having  made 
the  work  what  it  might  have  been  under 
more  favourable  circumstances,  yet  I 
trust  some  merit  may  be  thought  due  for 
the  attempt ;  and  shall  feel  gratified,  if 
placed  in  the  field  of  literature,  only  as  a 
pioneer,  to  induce  some  abler  hand  to 
improve  the  work,  and  make  it  more 
worthy  of  the  literary  world  and  the 
profession  of  which  it  treats,  ' 


of  age),  to  November  28,  181 5,  my  days 
were  passed  in  the  33rd  Regiment  of 
Foot,  from  which  I  obtained  my  discharge 
in  consequence  of  wounds  received  at  the 
battle  of  Waterloo.  During  those  years 
I  had  few  facilities  of  self-improvement. 
Having  been  apprenticed  to  an  engraver 
and  copperplate  printer,  I  resumed  the 
latter  on  returning  from  the  army  ;  but, 
from  a  distaste  and  other  causes  which 
need  not  be  here  stated,  in  the  year  1821 
I  adopted  the  profession  of  a  letterpress-' 
printer,  under  indenture,  with  Messrs. 
Dicey  &  Smithson,  proprietors  of  the 
Northampton  Mercury,  and  feel  gratified 
that  an  opportunity  has  occurred  of 
publicly  recording  my  gratitude  to  Mr. 
Robert  Smithson,  printer  and  editor 
of  the  Mercury,  for  his  uniform  kindness 
during  my  abode  at  Northampton,  and 
to  whose  advice  I  am  solely  indebted  for 
a  very  material  change,  both  in  vn.y 
circumstance  and  conduct.  Adopting 
the  profession  of  a  printer,  with  the  view 
of  affording  me  that  literary  information 
which  I  so  ardently  desired,  I  en- 
deavoured to  become  acquainted  with 
its  history.  From  this  desire  arose  the 
"Lectures"  at  Warwick,  the  "Songs  of 
the  Press "  at  Nottingham,  and  finally 
the  "Dictionary  of  Printers  and  Print- 
ing," with  the  "Printers'  Manual"  at 
Manchester. 

The  preface  occupies  6  pages  ;  and  the 
introduction  "On  the  Origin  of  Language 
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and  the  Modes  and  Materials  used  by  the 
Ancients  for  Transmitting  Knowledge 
before  the  Invention  of  Printing,"  32 
pages.  The  text  begins  with  a  dis- 
quisition on  the  "  State  of  Literature, 
from  the  Earliest  Period  to  the  In- 
vention of  Printing,"  which  occu- 
pies pages  33  to  100.  The  "  History 
of  Printing,  and  Progress  of  Literature" 
follows,  the  first  section  being  devoted 
to  the  period  from  the  invention  of  the 
art  to  the  abolition  of  the  Star  Chamber, 
m  the  year  1694.  In  regard  to  the  con- 
troversy respecting  the  first  discoverer, 
Timperley  says: — "The  dispute  has 
turned  rather  on  words  than  facts,  and  it 
seems  to  have  arisen  from  the  different 
definitions  of  the  word  '  printing.'  If  we 
estimate  the  discovery  from  the  invention 
of  the  principle,  the  honour  is  un- 
questionably due  to  Laurence  Koster,  a 
native  of  Haarlem,  who  first  found  out 
the  method  of  impressing  characters  on 
paper  by  means  of  carved  blocks  of 
wood.  If  movable  types  be  considered 
as  a  criterion,  the  merit  of  the  discovery 
is  due  to  John  Gutenberg,  of  Mentz,  and 
Schoeffer,  in  conjunction  with  Faust,  was 
the  first  who  founded  types  of  metal."

months  had  passed  ere  he  was  foreman 
in  the  office  of  Mr.  Kirk,  St.  Peter's 
Gate,  and  editor  of  a  little  monthly 
magazine  called  the  Nottitigham  (or 
Nottinghamshire)  Wreath.  While  thus 
engaged,  he  married  a  respectable  widow, 
and  shortly  afterwards  left  the  town. 
It  was  little  we  heard  of  him  thence  for 
many  years,  except  that  he  had  been 
engaged  in  compiling  '  Songs  of  the 
Press,'  in  reality  a  collection  of  all  the 
scraps  of  verse  he  could  gather  on  the 
subject ;  a  thick  and  masterly  volume  on 
the  History  of  Printing,  and  other  works 
of  the  same  kind,  all  evincing  the  most 
marvellous  research  and  industry,  when 
one  day,  in  the  year  1845,  as  I  was  sitting 
in  my  room  in  London,  Mr,  Timperley, 
preceded  by  his  card,  came  in,  and  I  felt 
very  glad  to  see  him,  having  often 
wondered  what,  after  leaving  Nottingham, 
had  been  his  fate. 

"  His  dress,  his  address,  and  tone 
altogether,  bespoke  the  gentleman  and 
scholar.  My  memory  of  his  having  in 
his  adversity  earned  that  honest  shilling 
at  the  top  of  the  Poultry,  by  getting  in 
the  coals,  added  greatly  in  my  eyes  to 
his  manly  dignity  ;  and  I  felt  not  a  little 
complimented  when  he  told  me  that  the 
object  of  his  visit  was  not  only  to  con- 
gratulate me  on  my  own  progress  in  life, 
but  to  ask  if  I  would  give  him  liberty  to 
quote  some  verse  of  mine  in  a  book  he 
was  then  editing,  on  the  Scenery  of  the 
English  Lakes. 

"'And  what,  sir,'  I  cordially  asked, 
'  may  be  your  position  in  life,  after  all 
your  trials  and  struggles  partially  known

'■  There  M'as  a  modest  tone  of  satisfac- 
tion and  cheerfulness  in  his  reply,  that  he 
was  enjoying  a  regular  engagement  under 
a  large  publishing  firm  as  general  editor, 
at  a  handsome  salary,  and  that  his  life 
altogether  was  as  comfortable  as  he  could 
wish  it  to  be  at  his  age,  and  in  his 
circumstances.

"  On  inquiring  for  him  in  after-years, 
I  was  told  Mr.  Timperley  was  dead  ;  but 
he  will  never  die  to  me.  I  see  him  often  in 
all  his  vicissitudes — the  printer's  boy,  the 
wounded  soldier,  the  limping  compositor 
on  tramp  ;  the  foreman  and  humble  con- 
ductor in  Nottingham  of  the  Wreath  ; 
the  industrious  and  successful  collabo- 
rateur  and  chronicler  in  London;  the 
genuine  example  throughout  of  an  intel- 
ligent and  most  worthy  man  ;  but  in  no 
phase  does  he  to  my  mind  ever  seem 
more  respectable  than  in  the  practical 
rebuke  he  made  of  himself  to  all  fastidious 
and  idle  vagabonds,  when  on  that  cold 
and  dreary  evening,  in  the  Poultry,  he  got 
in  Mr.  Henson's  coals  rather  than  beg." 

In  publishing  the  preceding,  the  Litko- 
grapkerga.v&  some  extracts  from  Curwen's 
"  History  of  Booksellers "  (Chatto  & 
Windus),  which  furnish  the  information 
that  has  often  been  sought  as  to  the 
original  cause  of  the  troubles  and  the 
ultimate  position  of  Charles  Timperley. 
It  appears  that  the  printers  of  the 
"Dictionary  of  Printers  and  Printing" 
(Bankes  &  Co.)  also  carried  on  an 
immense  trade  upon  a  thoroughly  repre- 
hensible system.  The  managing  partner 
of  the  firm  was  one  Hayward,  and,  to 
quote  the  work  named,  "  he  opened  shops 
iu  various  places,  placed  his  own  servants 
in  possession,  and  made  them  accept  bills 
to  a  very  large  amount.  These  bills  were 
discounted  at  the  Manchester  Bank,  and, 
when  the  crash  came,  the  bank  was  a 
creditor  upon  the  estate  to  the  amount 
of  ;^i2o,ooo,  while  the  London  publishers 
were  indebted  to  the  extent  of  ^100,000. 
Among  the  shopmen  in  charge  under 
Hayward's  system  was  Timperley,  a 
printer,  and  a  man  of  considerable  literary 
ability.  lo  pay  the  debts  contracted 
through  his  wholesale  acceptance  of  bills, 
he  consigned  his  stock  to  an  auctioneer, 
who,  after  disposing  of  it  by  auction,  ran 
off  with  the  proceeds  of  the  sale.  Tim- 
perley, heart  -  broken  by  misfortune, 
accepted  a  literary  engagement  with 
Fisher  &  Jackson,  of  London,  and  in 
their  service  he  died."

this  lawsuit  have  vanished  for  ever. 

In  his  "Vindiciaj,"  p.  12,  Schoepflin 
gives  a  circumstantial  account  of  his  al- 
leged discovery  of  the  first  section  of  the 
document,  viz.  parts  A  and  B.  About 
1740  many  German  and  Dutch  towns 
celebrated  the  memory  of  the  invention  of 
printing;  he  therefore  considered  it  the 
proper  occasion  to  investigate  it  more 
closely,  and  began  to  examine  the  public 
documents  of  all  kinds,  the  commentaries 
and  registers  preserved  in  the  Archives 
of  the  city,  and  which  were  hitherto 
neglected  by  his  predecessors.  Five 
years  after,  i.e.  1745,  the  tower  called 
Pfenningthurn,  where  the  Stiassburg 
treasures  were  preserved,  began  to  be 
destroyed.  He  accidentally  entered  a 
room  rarely  unlocked  before,  when,  along 
with  H.  Earthius,the  chief  of  the  archives, 
he  discovered  a  code  of  1439,  and  saw  the 
name  of  Gutenberg.  To  Mr.  Hessels 
the  story  appears  suspicious  on  the  face 
of  it.  Schoepflin  had  been  very  anxious 
to  find  a  certain  date  to  support  his 
theory  that  printing  was  invented  and 
practised  at  Strassburg  before  Mentz ; 
and  this  discovery  just  provided  him  with 
one.  In  his  "Alsatia  Illustrata,"  1761, 
Schoepflin  stated  that  the  remainder,  or 
part  C,  had  been  communicated  to  him 
by  Jac.  Wencker,  councillor  and  chief  of 
the  public  archives  at  Strassburg.  If, 
therefore,  we  admit  the  possibility  of  the 
documents  having  been  forged,  two  dis- 
honest men  must  have  been  concerned, 
as  Wencker  discovered  one  part  of  the 
lawsuit  and  Schoepflin  another.  The 
reply  is,  that  no  one  ever  saw  the  sentence 
of  the  senate  said  to  have  been  discovered 
by  Wencker,  and  that  Schoepflin  pub- 
lished pnly  in  1760,  which  was  seventeen 
years  after  Wencker's  death.  It  may 
also  be  said  that  neither  of  the  two  could, 
if  they  would,  have  forged  such  lengthy 
documents  as  those  of  the  Strassburg 
lawsuit,  because  in  their  time  people  were 
too  ignorant  of  the  language  and  of  paleo- 
graphy. But  Schoepflin  had  imrestricted 
access  to  the  Strassburg  archives,  and  if 
he  could  imitate  the  handwriting  of  the 
15th  century  he  had  merely  to  take  a 
document  which  contained  sentences 
somewhat  similar  to  those  he  wished  to 
introduce  into  his  document,  to  change 
the  names  and  modify  circumstances, 
and  he  had  all  he  wanted.  Mr.  Hessels 
does  not  say  that  this  was  the  case  ;  he 
merely  does  not  think  a  forgery  impos- 
sible. De  Laborde  examined  the  entries 
about  1840,  and  in  his  "  Debuts  de  I'lm- 
primerie  a  Strasbourg "  gives  a  valuable 
bibliographical    description    of   the   two 


volumes  A  and  B.  Schoepflin  may, 
however,  have  found  blank  leaves  in  the 
volumes  which  enabled  him  to  insert  his 
documents.  Dr.  Van  der  Linde,  although 
a  stanch  supporter,  of  Gutenberg,  is 
anything  but  favourable  to  the  genuine- 
ness of  these  documents. 

8.  An   Act,    with     dates,    January    12, 

February    10,    February   18,    and 
March    25,    1441,    in     which     the 
Knight  Luthold  von  Ramstein  and 
Johannes  dictus  Gensefleisch  alias 
nuncupatus  Gutenberg  de  Magun- 
tia,    both    living     at     .Strassburg, 
remain    surety    before    the    judge 
of    the    Strassburg    cury,    for   100 
guilders  (about    400  fr.)   which    a 
certain   Joh.    Karle,    armlger,  had 
borrowed    from   the    St.     Thomas 
Chapter  at  5  per  cent. 
According  to   Schoepflin  this  was  dis- 
covered by  Prof.  Jo.  Geo.  Scherz  in  the 
Church  of  St.  Thomas,  at  Strassburg  in 
1717.     Scherz  communicated  extracts  to 
some    friends,    who    in    their   turn   com- 
municated   them     to     Schellhorn,     who 
mentions  them  for  the  first  time  in  1720, 
in    his    Amoenitatum    Literar.,     iv.  304. 
The  document  was  published  in  extcnso 
in  1760  by  Schoepflin,  in  his  "  Vindicia;," 
No.    V.        The     original,     according    to 
Schmidt,  no  longer   exists,    but  a   copy 
has  been  preserved. 

9.  A  piece  of  oak,  said  to  be  "  discovered 

in  Gutenberg's  first  printing-house 
at  Mentz,  im  Hofe  zum  Jungen," 
on  26th  March,  1856,  at  the  digging 
of  a  cellar. 
This  piece  of  wood  is  represented  as 
having  done  service  as  a  press,  and  bears 
the  inscription — "  J. —  mcuxli. —  G.  N." 
Van  der  Linde,  who  has  seen  the  wood, 
says  that  it  is  evident  to  the  most  ignorant 
that  this  is  an  impudent  falsification.  Mr. 
Hessels  also  says  that  it  is  regarded  by 
most  people  as  spurious,  but  he  does  not 
himself,  not  having  seen  it,  feel  able  to 
pronounce  for  or  against  it.  The  thing 
was  bought  for  a  very  large  sum  of  money 
by  a  Dresden  gentleman,  and  is  said  to 
be  joined  to  new  pieces  of  wood  to  form 
a  press,  such  as  Gutenberg  is  "presumed" 
to  have  used.  The  circumstances  under 
which  the  piece  of  oak  was  discovered 
have  not  been  accurately  described. 

10.  An  Act,  dated  Nov.  17, 1442,  whereby 
Johannes  dictus  Gensefleische  alias 
Guttenberg  de  Maguncia,  and 
Martin  Brechter,  a  citizen  of 
Strassburg,  obtain  a  loan  of  80 
guilders  from  the   chapter   of  St. 
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Thomas  Church  at  Strassburg,  for 

which  they  pledge  their  salvation 

and  Gutenberg's  inheritance  from 

Johannes  Richter,otherwise  Lehey- 

mer,  the  secular  judge  of  the  town 

of  Mentz,  his  grandfather. 

This  document  is  at  present  deposited 

in  the  Library  of  the  Protestant  Seminary 

at    Strassburg.       It    was    discovered   by 

Prof.  J.  Geo.  Scherz,  in  the  archives   of 

the  Church  of  St.  Thomas,  at  Strassburg, 

in  1717.  Published  in  cxtcnso  by  Schoepf- 

lin,  in  1760,  in  the  "  Vindicise  "  as  No.  vi. 

Gutenberg's  seal,  still  intact,  is  attached 

to  the  document,  as  well  as  those  of  the 

Episcopal  Court  and  of  Martin  Brechter. 

11.  Items  in  the  Strassburg  Register  of 

the  tax  of  a  heller  (or  penny)  ;  in 

the  first  of  whic'n  it  is  stated  that 

Hans   Gu'emberg    paid   a   tax   in 

July,  1439,  but   remained  in  debt 

for  12  shillings,  which  he  paid  on 

the   24th  June,    1440.      He    pays 

again  on  the  21st  September,  1443, 

and  again  March  12,  1444. 

In  the  same  register  appeared  No.  6, 

which  was  a  forgery.     The  several  items 

were  published  for  the  first  time  in  1760, 

by  Schoepflin  ("  Vindicia;,"  No.  7,  p.  40). 

12.  A   Letter    relating   to  a   transaction 

which  had  taken  place  i6th  Octo- 
ber,   1448,    and   published   on  the 
following   day,    by    which    Arnolt 
Gelthuss  gives  security  to  Keinhart 
Bromser   and   Johann   Rodenstein 
for  a  loan   of  150  guilders,    con- 
tracted by  him  in  behalf  of  Henn 
(Henchin)      genssefleisch,      called 
gudenbergk,  who  now  resided  at 
Mentz. 
This  letter  we  only  know  from  a  later 
document,    dated    1503,    in    which    it   is 
repeated  and  authenticated.     The  latter 
document    is    preserved     in    the    Town 
Library   at    Mentz.      Schaab,    after    he 
came   into   possession   of   the   papers  of 
Bodmann-who    forged    at     least    three 
documents  in  behalf  of  Gutenberg's  bio- 
graph  jr— published  it  for  the  first  time  in 
1830,   in  the   "  Gesch.   der   Erfind.   der 
Buchdr.,"  ii.  253. 

13.  A  "Notarial  document,  dated  3  July, 

1453,  in  which  Johann  Gudenberg 

is  mentioned  as  a  witness,  and  in 

which     Hans     Schumacher     von 

Selgenstadt,   brother  and    servant 

of  the  convent  of  St.  Clara,  gives 

to  the  convent  all  his  possessions."

This  note  was  found  among  the  papers 

of  the  well-known  l.oJmann,  but  Schaab 


says  (ii.  267)  that  he  has  in  vain  looked 
for  the  notarial  document  or  the  copy. 
Hessels  says  it  is  a  forgery  by  Bodmann. 

14.  The  Notarial  Instrument  of  the  Law- 
suit of  Johann  Fust  against  Johann 
(Johan)  Guttenberg,  alleged  to 
have  been  decided  on  the  6th  of 
November,  1455. 

This  was  publi>hed  for  the  first  time 
in  T734,  by  Senckenberg,  professor  at 
Giessen,  in  his  "Selector.  Jur.  et  Hist. 
Anecdot."  (Frankf.  1734-1742,  6  vols., 
8vo.),  torn,  i.,  p.  269.  He  does  not 
specify  the  source  whence  he  obtained 
his  documents. 

On  a  transcript  of  the  notarial  instru- 
ment, which  was,  in  1736,  in  the  posses- 
sion of  Job.  Christoph.  Wolf  ("  Conspec- 
tus," 8vo.,  Hamburg,  1736),  was  found 
written  a  statement  that  J.  F.  Faust 
von  Aschaffenburg  is  said  to  have  copied 
about  the  year  1600  from  the  original, 
which  was  at  that  time  still  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  family,  "the  instrument  of 
the  law-suit  of  the  first  inventor  of  the 
art  of  printing,  Junckher  Johann  Gutten- 
bergk,  of  the  family  zum  Jungen,  with 
Johann  Fausten,  the  first  publisher  of  the 
said  printing-office,  about  the  costs  of 
publishing."  This  transcript  is  said  to 
have  been  among  his  manuscripts  in  1712, 
and  on  the  3rd  March  of  that  year  Job. 
Ernest  von  Glauberg  "  copies  it  diligently 
and  correctly."  In  1740  J.  Christian 
Wolf,  the  brother  of  Christopher,  pub- 
lished his  "  Monumenta  lypographica," 
and  gave  the  notarial  document  from  the 
transcript  which  his  brother  possessed. 

Mr.  Hessels  made  a  most  minute  in- 
quiry into  the  authenticity  of  this  docu- 
ment. He  finds  that  at  present  all 
originals  are  missing,  but  thinks  that  it 
is  not  impossible  that  a  proper  exploration 
of  the  German  archives  and  libraries  may 
have  unexpected  results.  There  are  in 
e.xistence  at  Hamburg,  in  the  Town 
Library,  two  separate  transcripts,  made 
by  Von  Glauberg  from  a  transcript  in  a 
volume  containing  the  Collectanea  of 
J.  F.  F.  von  Aschaff"enburg,  and  the 
Upfenbach  transcript,  made  in  1715  fiom 
the  "  Apographum "  of  Joh.  M.  Zum 
Jungen.  At  Frankfurt-on-the-Main,  in 
the  archives,  are  the  Joh.  M.  Zum 
Jungen  transcript  of  the  discourse  and 
of  the  notarial  instrument  attached  to  it, 
made  from  the  "apographum"  of  Joh. 
Fr.  Faust  v.  Aschaffenburg.  At  Frank- 
furt, in  the  Town  Library,  is  also  a 
transcript  made  by  Von  Glauberg.  At 
Hochst-on-the-Nedder,  in  Baron  von 
Giinderode's  library,  are  several  genea- 
logical tables  written  by  Aschaff"enburg

the  elder,  in  which  he  distinctly  ascribes 
the  invention  of  printing  to  Johan  Faust, 
his  reputed  ancestor.  A  search  has  yet 
to  be  made  for  the  original  register  of  the 
Mentz  Franciscans,  where  the  trial  is  said 
to  have  taken  place  in  1455,  and  which 
must  contain  an  account  of  the  proceed- 
ings, as  well  as  the  authentic  copies  of 
the  notarial  instrument,  of  which  three 
distinct  traces  are  found  from  1600  to 
1741.  Under  these  circumstances  Mr. 
Hessels  does  not  think  it  advisable  to 
reprint  the  instrument  from  any  of  the 
transcripts. 

15.  An  Instrument  of  the  notary  Ulricb 

Helmasberger,    dated    21st    June, 
1457,  recording  a  sale  of  the  pro- 
perty of  a  certain  Dielnhenne,  an 
inhabitant    of    Bodenheim,    to    a 
purchaser  called   Johannes   Gens- 
fleisch,  junior.      Among   the   wit- 
nesses   appears   Johannes   Guden- 
berg. 
Published  for  the  first  time  by  Steph. 
Alex.  Wiirdtwein  ("  Bibliotheca  Mogun- 
tina,"   1789,  4to.,  p.  229),  but  according 
to  Schaab  with  such  serious  errors  that 
even  the   Christian   name  of  Gutenberg 
appears   as  Petro,  whereas   the   original 
has   Johe.      Dr.    Wyss,    the    Darmstadt 
archivist,  says  that   the   original    instru- 
ment, which  is  undoubtedly  genuine,  is 
preserved  in  the  Mentz  Town  Library, 
and  has  been  very  inaccurately  printed 
by  Schaab. 

16.  A  copy  of   the   Dialogues  of    Pope 

Gregory,  printed     at     Strassburg 
about    1470,    by     St.    Eggestein, 
preserved    in    the    library   of   the 
Earl     of     Pembroke,     at    Wilton 
House,     having     at     the     end     a 
fabricated     imprint,    intended     to 
convey    the    impression    that    the 
book     was     printed     by    "Johan 
Guttenberg,  at  Strassburg,  in  the 
year  1458." 
The    first     notice     of    this     copy    ap- 
peared in  Palmer's  "General  History  of 
Printing"    (London,    1732-1733).       The 
imprint  is  a  palpable  forgery. 

17.  A   Document,  dated   July   20,   1459, 

representing  brothers,  called  Henne 
Gensefleisch  von  Sulgeloch  genannt 
Gudenberg,  and  Friele  Genss- 
fleisch,  as  relinquishing  at  the 
advice  of  their  relatives,  Henne, 
Friele,  and  Pedermanne,  all  claims 
to  whatever  their  sister  Hebele 
had  brought  with  her  into  the 
convent  Reichenklaren. 
In  1830,  Schaab  ("  Erf.   der  Buchdr.") 


says  that  Fischer  ("  Beschreib.  Typogr." 
1800)  was  the  first  who  made  this 
document  known  in  the  German  language 
of  the  original,  from  a  transcript  which 
he  received  from  Bodmann,  who  pre- 
tended to  have  discovered  it  in  the 
archives  of  the  University  of  Mentz. 
It  was  frequently  reprinted  by  later 
authors,  but  Schaab  declares  it  to  be  one 
of  Bodmann's  forgeries.  Dr.  Van  der 
Linde  agrees  with  him. 

18.  A  Letter,  dated  April  10,  1461,  from 

the    Chapter    of    St.    Thomas    at 

Strassburg,    to   the   Secular  Court 

at  Rottweil,  by  which  thej'  authorise 

Michael  Rosemberg,the  Procurator 

of  the    Court,   to    bring   an    action 

against    Johann    Guttemberg,    for 

the  money  he  owed  them. 

A  copy  of  this  letter  was  discovered, 

in  1841,  by  Professor  C.   Schmidt,  in  the 

archives  of  the  Chapter  of  St.  Thomas 

of  Strassburg,  and  published  by  him  in 

the  same  year,  in  the  "  Nouv.  Details  sur 

la  Vie  de  Gutenberg"  (Svo.,  Strasbourg, 

1841). 

19.  Some  items  in   an    Account-book   of 

the  same  Chapter  of  1461,  in  which 
the  expenses  are  specified  which 
the  Chapter  incurred  through  their 
action  taken  against  Martin 
Brechter  and  Gutenberg. 
The  remarks  following  No.  18,  supra, 
apply  also  to  this  account-book. 

20.  A  so-called  Rubric,  in  a  "  Tractatus 

de  Celebratione  Missarum  secun- 
dum frequentiorem  cursum  diocesis 
Maguntinensis." 
A  copy  of  this  work  is  said  to  have 
been  transferred,  in  1781,  from  the 
Carthusian  Monastery,  near  Mentz,  to 
the  University  Library  of  that  town. 
Fischer  ("  Essai  sur  les  Monumens, 
Mayence,"  1802,  p.  81,  and  "  Typogr. 
Seltenh."  1803,  iv.  18)  asserts  that  in  this 
library  he  discovered  it.  No  one,  how- 
ever, seems  to  have  seen  it  after  Fischer ; 
the  book  could  not  be  found  in  1851  by 
the  then  librarian,  and,  indeed,  it  was 
not  found  up  to  1881.  But  Dr.  Wyss  has 
discovered  a  copy  of  the  work  in  the 
Darmstadt  Hof  Library,  but  without  any 
rubrics.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  Hessels 
has  proved  that  the  rubric  is  a  forgery, 
but  this  time  it  cannot  be  ascribed  to 
Bodmann.  Fischer  says,  that  he  himself 
discovered  the  Tractatus  with  the 
rubrication. 

A  very  important  secondary  result  has 
followed  the  detection  of  this  fraud. 
It   has  enabled  Mr.    Hessels   to  remove 
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the  following  seven  books   from  the  list 

of  works  usually  ascribed  to  Gutenberg : —

tt  may  here  be  mentioned  that  the 
discovery  of  one  of  the  initials  of  the 
30-line  Indulgence  of  1454,  in  an  in- 
dulgence of  1489,  printed  by  Peter 
Schoeffer,  coupled  with  other  circum- 
stances, has  enabled  Mr.  Hessels  to 
remove  from  the  list  of  Gutenberg's 
printed  productions  also  the  celebrated 
42-line  Bible,  and  the  other  works  in  the 
same  type,  and  to  ascribe  them  to 
SchoeflFer. 

21.  A  Decree  of  the  Elector  Adolph  II., 

dated  January  17,  1465,  by  which 
he  appoints  "Johann  Gudenberg, 
on    account    of   his    grateful    and 
willing    service,    his    servant    and 
courtier     for     life,    promising     to 
supply    him    with    clothing,    and 
each  year  twenty  matter  korns,  and 
two  fuder  wines."

Moguntino."  Hessels  visited  Wiirzburg 
to  examine  the  volume  in  which  another 
transcript  of  the  letter  had  been  dis- 
covered.  He  encountered  no  reason  to 
.suspect  the  authenticity  of  the  Cartulary 
in  which  this  transcript  is  found. 

We  may  now  epitomise  the  results 
arrived  at  by  Mr.  Hessels. 

Documents  i,  13,  17. — These  are  for- 
geries by  Prof.  Bodmann,  "who  had 
so  well  posted  himself  up  in  the  hand- 
writing and  language  of  old  documents 
that  he  was  able  to  supply  his  credulous 
friends  with  anything  they  wished." 

Documents  2,  3,  4,  5,  8,  10,  n,  12,  15, 
18,  19,  21. — These  merely  establish  the 
fact  of  Gutenberg's  existence. 

Document  6. — This  is  an  invention,  if 
not  a  forgery,  either  of  Schoepflin  or  of 
Wencker. 

Document  (or  relic)  9. —  This  is  a 
palpable  fraud,  as  above  stated. 

Document  16. — This  is  a  forged  im- 
print, by  some  person  unknown. 

Document  20.— This  must  be  a  forgery, 
if  it  ever  has  existed  at  all. 

Document  22. — This  is  not  a  forgery, 
but  an  entry  that  refers  to  a  man  who 
was  dead  before  1423,  and  who  was 
perhaps  Gutenberg's  granduncle,  but  not 
Gutenberg  himself. 

All  the  preceding  documents  are, 
therefore,  either  forgeries  or  they  do  not 
help  us  in  the  controversy. 

Documents  7,  14,  23.  — ■  From  these 
Gutenberg  may  safely  be  regarded  as  a 
Mentz  printer,  who  was  established  in 
that  city  at  least  as  early  as  1455  ;  but 
they  leave  us  in  the  dark  as  to  whether 
he  was  "the  inventor,"  and  as  to  what 
he  did  print  and  what  types  had  been  in 
his  possession. 

The  conclusion  is  thus  formulated  : — 
"The  question  'Was  Gutenberg  the 
Inventor  of  Printing,'  I  must  leave,  to  my 
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great  regret,  unanswered,  because  all 
data  for  a  decision  are  wanting.  .  .  . 
AsearlyasNov.  15, 1454,  two  printers  were 
at  work  at  Mentz  ;  the  name  of  one  of 
them  may  have  been  Johann  Gutenberg 
(perhaps  subsidised  by  Johann  Fust), 
but  it  is  not  stated  anywhere  ;  the  name 
of  the  other  is,  in  all  probability  Peter 
(Schoeffer)  de  Gernsheim.  That  the 
latter  did  not  consider  himself  to  have 
been  the  first  or  even  the  chief  printer  of 
Mentz,  seems  sufficiently  clear  from  what 
we  may  call  his  own  statement,  in  the 
imprint  of  the  '  Justinianus'  of  24  May, 
1468,  in  which  he  speaks  of  two  Johannes : 
'  Librorum  insignes  prothocaragmatici 
quos  genuit  ambos  urbs  Maguntina.' 
One  of  these  Johannes  must  have  been 
Johann  Fust;  who  was  the  other? 
Everybody  says  Gutenberg,  and  I  am  in 
no  position  to  contradict  it."  That 
prothocaragmatici  does  not  necessarily 
mean  the  first  (primi)  typographers  on 
earth,  we  know  from  the  wa}'  in  which 
protho  was  used  in  the  latter  Middle 
Ages,  it  simply  signifying  chief,  prin- 
cipal." 

It  may  be  interesting  to  add  that  the 
first  distinct  mention  of  the  name  of 
Gutenberg,  as  far  as  is  known,  is  in  a 
Chronic'e  published  14th  July,  1474,  at 
Rome,  by  Joh.  Philippus  de  Lignamine. 
The  reference  is  as  follows  : — 

"Jacobus  cognomento  Gutenbergo  : 
patria  Argentinus  &  quidam  alter  cui 
nomen  F'ustus  imprimendarum  litterarum 
in  membranis  cum  metallicis  formis  periti 
trecentas  cartas  quisque  eorum  per  diem 
facere  innotescunt  apud  Maguntiam, 
Germanie  civil atem.  Johannes  quoque 
Mentelinus  nuncupatus  apud  Argentinam 
ejusdem  provincie  civitatem :  am  in 
eodem  artificio  peritus  totidem  cartas  per 
diem  imprimere  agnoscitur." 

Here,  Mr.  Hessels  points  out,  is  a 
plain  statement  that  in  the  summer  of  1459 
two  presses  were  at  work  at  Mentz,  and 
one  at  Strassburg,  in  the  hands  of 
Gutenberg,  Fust,  and  Mentelin  respect- 
ively ;  but  not  a  single  word  is  to  be 
found  which  even  touches  upon  the 
invention  of  the  art. 

It  is  necessary  to  add,  that  since  Mr. 


Hessels's  work  was  issued,  and  of  course, 
since  this  epitome  of  it  was  prepared,  M. 
Claudin,  the  eminent  Paris  bookseller, 
has  called  attention  to  "  a  new  document 
on  Gutenberg," — that  is,  one  that  has 
passed  unrecognised  till  now.  It  is  a 
letter  of  Guillaume  Fichet  Savoisien, 
addressed  to  Robert  Gaguin,  and  which 
is  found  at  the  head  of  some  copies  of 
the  "  Liber  Orthographia,"  of  Gasparini 
of  Bergamo,  printed  in  1470.  This  work, 
the  preface  of  which  is  dated,  like  the 
letter  in  question,  in  January',  1470,  is 
the  second  which  had  been  printed  in 
Paris,  aidibus  Sorbonse,  and  by  the 
same  workmen  wlio  had  printed  the 
first  of  the  letters  of  the  same  author,  at 
the  end  of  the  year  1469,  or  in  the  first 
months  of  1470.  In  this  epistle  to 
Gaguin,  written  in  emphatic  but  very 
incorrect  Latin,  Fichet  says  that  the  new 
workmen  in  books  (novum  librarioruru 
genus)  came  from  Germany.  Ulric 
[Gering],  Michel  [Friburger],  and 
Martin  [KrantzJ  affirm  that  it  is  a 
certain  Jean  called  Bonemontanus 
[Bonne  Montagne,  Guten-berg]  who 
invented  the  art  of  printing  in  the 
environs  of  Mayence.  At  the  time 
when  these  sheets  are  going  to  press 
M.  Claudin's  work,  in  which  he  will  set 
forth  at  length  the  details  of  his  discovery, 
has  not  been  published  ;  but  it  is  evident 
that  if  the  reference  is  well  authenticated, 
we  have  here  a  supremely  important 
contribution  to  the  history  of  typography, 
and  one  that  is  almost  sufficient  \\\  itself 
to  settle  the  typographic  controversy  of 
the  last  three  centuries.  We  understand, 
however,  that  the  "discovery"  is  not 
regarded  as  of  much  importance  by  men 
of  such  eminence  as  ]\Ir.  Henry  Brad- 
shaw,  who,  it  may  be  mentioned,  coincides 
with  Mr.  Hessels  as  to  the  "Mazarine" 
or  "Gutenberg"  Bible  not  being  the 
work  of  Gutenberg.  Mr.  George  Bullen, 
of  the  British  Museum,  read  a  paper  on 
M.  Claudin's  discovery  at  the  Library 
Goiigress  at  Dublin,  1884,  in  which  he 
expressed  grave  douljts  as  to  its  value  as 
tending  to  the  elucidation  of  the  still 
vexed  question  as  to  the  origin  of 
typography.

He  died  in  1858,  having 
won  the  respect  and  esteem  of  those 
acquainted  with  him.

Various  editions  of  these  trade  cata- 
logues have  been  issued  froni  time  to 
time.  Mr.  Frederick  Ullmer's  firm  is 
one  of  the  oldest,  in  connexion  with  the 
printing  business,  in  London.  The 
founder  of  the  house  was  Mr.  Frederick 
Ullmer,  sen.,  the  father  of  the  present 
proprietor.  He  commenced  business  in 
a  small  way,  in  1825,  in  Warner-street, 
Clerkenwell,  as  a  printer's  smith,  making 
the  iron  parts  of  wooden  presses— the 
Stanhope  press  at  the  time  very  slowly 
coming  into  use,  and  the  universally 
adopted  appliance  being  the  "two-pull" 
wooden  press.  He  made  also  chases, 
composing-sticks,  &c.,  one  of  his  best 
customers  being  the  unfortunate  Pouch  ee, 
the  real  inventor  of  the  type-casting  ma- 
chine, although  the  honour  is  usually 
attributed  to  the  American  White, 
whose  invention  was  completed  by 
Bruce.  From  Warner-street  Mr.  Ullmer 
removed  to  Great  Sutton-street,  and 
afterwards  to  St.  John-street-road.  In 
1845,  Mr.  Henry  Watts,  a  practical 
printer,  who  had  just  returned  from  a 
residence  in  Italy,  joined  him,  and  a 
removal  to  the  City  was  decided  upon. 
The  new  firm,  "of  Ullmer  &  Watts  ac- 
cordingly took  premises  in  Little  Britain. 
This  partnership  was  dissolved  in  1852, 
when  Mr.  Ullmer  took  his  son  into 
partnership,  and  began  again  on  his  own

Mr.  Ullmer  possesses  a  large 
collection  of  cpliemerides  relating  to 
printing,  files  of  periodicals,  &c.,  which, 
especially  an  extensive  series  of 
auctioneers'  catalogues,  from  the  year 
1846,  bound  in  volumes,  might  furnish 
valuable  materials  for  some  future  history 
of  printing.  His  trade  catalogues  are  very 
conveniently  arranged,  and  form  useful 
compendiums  of  practical  information  of 
great  value  to  all  interested  in  printing 
and  the  auxiliary  arts.  In  1884  Mr. 
Ullmer  commenced  The  Standard 
Circular,—^  very  useful  and  interesting 
quarterly  journal,  which  is  posted  free 
to  all  known  Printers  in  the  United 
Kingdom  and  Colonies.

The  founder  of  the  Walter  family, 
identified  for  several  generations  with 
the  history  of  the  "  leading  journal,"  was 
John  Walter,  a  Newcastle  coalbuyer, 
who  died  in  1755.  His  son,  John  Walter 
the  second,  was  born  in  1738  ;  died  16 
November,  1812,  aged  74.  He  also  was 
a  coal-merchant,  and  an  imderwriter. 
When  on  the  high  road  to  fortune  he  was 
nearly  ruined  by  a  fleet  of  merchantmen, 
on  which  he  had  taken  a  large  risk,  being 
captured  by  the  French.  In  1782,  he 
became  acquainted  with  Henry  Johnson 
[q.v.antc),  the  author  of  the  "Introduction 
to  Logography."  Johnson  made  what 
he  considered  great  improvements  in  the 
art  of  printing,  and  Air.  Walter  being 
impressed  with  those  improvements, 
assisted  to  complete  them.  In  1784,  he 
took  the  premises  then  vacant  in  Printing 
House-square,  where,  in  1666,  John  Bill 
had  founded  and  printed  the  London 
Gazette.  The  monastery  of  the  Black 
Friars  formerly  occupied  that  site;    the 


office  of  the  Times  now  stands  there. 
Mr.  Walter  laboured  hard  and  success- 
fully to  qualify  himself  for  the  printing 
business,  in  which  he  had  embarked  as  a 
mere  novice  ;  hence,  "  want  of  experience 
laid  him  open  to  many  and  gross  imposi- 
tions." He  founded  the  newspaper  now 
known  as  the  Tivzes,  to  prove  that  news- 
papers as  well  as  books  could  be  printed 
far  better  and  more  cheaply  than  by  the 
system  in  common  use.  A  large  number 
of  books  issued  from  his  logographic 
press,  but  the  system  had  to  be  abandoned 
at  last.  His  journal,  started  ist  January, 
1785,  was  called  the  Daily  Universal 
Register,  being  changed  to  the  Times  on 
ist  January,  17 88.  He  had  to  undergo 
many  harassing  and  costly  actions  for 
libel,  and  was  actually  committed  to 
Newgate.  He  was  about  relinquishing 
his  paper,  but  thought  better  of  it,  and 
associated  his  son  in  its  management. 

This  .son,  John  Walter  the  third,  was 
born    in     1776,     educated    at    Merchant 
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Taylors'  School,  and  studied  at  Oxford. 
He  was  afterwards  regularly  apprenticed 
to  his  father,  and  mastered  the  art  of 
printing.  He  was  twenty-seven  when 
he  undertook  the  sole  management  of  the 
Times,  and  this  was  the  beginning  of 
its  prosperity  and  the  source  of  its  fame. 
He  found  it  a  struggling  and  feeble 
journal,  he  left  it  the  most  successful 
and  powerful  journal  in  the  world.  On 
the  death  of  his  father,  he  became 
sole  proprietor.  He  made  several 
attempts  to  effect  improvements  in  the 
printing-press.  'He  consulted  Marc 
Isambard  Brunei,  one  of  the  great 
mechanics  of  the  day,  who  gave  his  best 
attention  to  the  matter,  and  then  inti- 
mated his  inability  to  execute  what  was 
required.  Mr.  Walter  advanced  money 
to  Thomas  Martyn,  who  thought  he  had 
made  an  important  discovery,  but  his 
ideas  were  not  practicable.  It  was  while 
engaged  in  seeking  for  a  person  who 
could  give  scope  and  effect  to  his  wishes, 
that  he  was  introduced  to  Frederick 
■Koenig,  who  was  also  labouring  to  effect 
improvements  in  the  printing-press  {see 
Goebel).  An  account  of  Koenig  will  be 
found  in  the  work, — not  published  when 
the  early  part  of  this  Bibliography 
was  compiled,—"  Friederich  Koenig  und 
die  Erfindung  der  Schnellpress.

From  the  date  of  the  Tillies  being 
printed  by  steam  down  to  the  present 
day,  unceasing  efforts  have  been  made 
with  a  view  to  perfect  machinery  in  that 
office.  Mr.  Walter  died  in  1847,  aged  74. 
He  had  sat  in  Parliament  as  member 
for  Berkshire  and  for  Nottingham.  He 
acquired  much  wealth  as  well  as  fame. 

The  present  Mr.  John  Walter  is  the 
fourth  of  the  name  in  direct  lineal  suc- 
cession. He  has  been  the  instigator  of 
great  improvements  in  printing  and 
journalism.  He  first  induced  Applegath 
to  improve  on  Koenig's  press  {sec  Apple- 
gath, ante);  then  Applegath  and  Cowper 
invented  another  press.  Afterwards 
ten-cylinder  Hoe  machines  were  intro- 
duced {see  Hoe,  ante).  Meantime,  he 
encouraged  Dellagana  to  prosecute  his 
experiments  in  producing  stereo  plates  by 
t;he  papier-mache  process.  This  method 
was  adopted  in  the  Tijues  office  in  1850. 
Finally,  he  was  instrumental  in  pro- 
ducing the  "  Walter  Press,"  patented 
between  1863  and  1871,  by  Mr.  John 
Cameron  MacDonald,  the  present  prac- 
tical manager  of  the  establishment,  and 
Mr.  Joseph  Calverley,  engineer.  Tne 
publications  cited  above  give  an  account 
of  this  machine.  Mr.  Walter  has  also 
had  the  composing-machine  invented 
by  Kadenheim  greatly  improved  ;  it  now 
sets  up  the  most  of  the  news  portion  of 
the  Times.  Many  interesting  details 
concerning  the  Walter  family  will  be 
found  in  an  article  headed  "The  Cen- 
tenary of  the  Times,"  by  Mr.  Fraser 
Rae,  in  the  Nineteenth  Century  for 
January,  1885  (vol.  xvii.  pp.  43-65).

information  about  the  manner  in  which 
the  printing  trade  was  carried  on  in 
Germany  during  the  seventeenth  century. 
The  author  was  a  practical  printer,  and 
in  the  preface  he  expresses  regret  that 
it  is  more  and  more  becoming  the  fashion 
to  discard  old  traditions  in  connexion 
with  the  craft,  and  that  the  rising 
generation  consider  themselves  more 
clever  and  superior  to  those  who  have 
had  many  years'  experience  of  the  trade. 
In  the  face  of  that  revolutionary  spirit 
which  prompted  the  younger  printers 
to  urge  new-fangled  customs  and  regu- 
lations upon  their  elder  brethren,  the 
writer  says  he  felt  called  upon  to  stem 
the  tide  of  innovation.  Touching  upon 
the  history  of  the  invention  of  Typo- 
graphy, he  propounds  the  following 
amusing  theory :— About  1440,  a  Stras- , 
burg  citizen  named  Johann  Mantelein 
commenced  experiments  in  that  direction, 
without,  however,  meeting  with  much 
success.  He  took  into  his  service  one 
Hanss  Gansefleischen,  to  whom  he  com- 


bergen,  a  Mayence  citizen  of  great 
wealth,  who,  after  ruining  himself  in 
continuing  the  experiments,  fell  in  with 
Johann  Faust,  when  their  united  efforts 
brought  the  invention  to  a  successful 
issue. 

The  extent  to  which  sumptuary 
legislation  interfered  with  the  pursuit  of 
the  printing  trade  is  amply  illustrated  by 
the  many  enactments  which  are  here 
reproduced,  as  to  the  number  of  ap- 
prentices to  be  employed  in  different 
offices.  The  town  council  of  Nuremberg, 
for  example,  ordained,  in  1673,  that  no 
master-printer  should  have  more  employes, 
and  especially  apprentices,  than  was  found 
absolutely  necessary.  Only  one  boy 
was  to  be  allowed  above  the  number 
engaged  at  press  or  case,  for  taking 
proofs  out,  and  for  doing  other  extraneous 
labour.  He  was  not,  however,  allowed 
to  be  apprenticed  until  one  of  the  others 
had  completed  his  time.  At  Hamburg 
the  civic  authorities  went,  however, 
much    further  ;    they   enjoined    that    no 


municated   some  particulars   cor.cerning    journeyman-printer    should    marry    any 


the  invention.      The   latter  abused    the 
confidence  reposed  in  him,  and  reported 


other  woman  than  one  of  unexceptionable 
morals,  and  who  was  able  to  adduce  a 
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certificate  of  legitimate  birth  and  of  good 
behaviour.  In  many  pans  of  Germany 
it  was  enjoined  that  no  contract  between 
master  and  jonrneyman  was  to  be  other 
than  a  half-yearly  one.  Any  employer 
sheltering  a  journeyman  who  had  illegally 
absented  himself  from  work  was  to  be 
held  guilty  as  a  criminal.  The  establish- 
ment of  a  sick  fund  in  each  printing- 
office  was  also  made  obligatory  by  more 
than  one  town  council,  even  the  amount 
being  fixed  which  masters  and  journey- 
men were  severally  to  pay.  A  proviso 
was,  however,  added,  that  no  printer 
who  was  in  the  habit  of  carousing  or 
rioting  was  to  enjoy  any  benefit  from 
the  fund.  The  German  journeymen  of 
the  seventeenth  century  would  seem  to 
have  been  somewhat  addicted  to  high 
living,  for  it  is  specially  laid  down  by 
the  Nuremberg  authorities  that  "all 
feasting,  tippling,  and  gaming"  in 
printing-offices  is  to  be  discontinued. 
Exception  is  also  taken  to  the  carousing 
indulged  in  on  the  occasion  of  an  ap- 
prentice attaining  to  journeyman's  estate, 
"  which  has  often  cost  twenty  thalers 
(/^s)  and  more,  and  which  has  brought 
many  a  journeyman  to  poverty  and 
induced  him  to  run  into  debt."  No  more 
than  ;^i.  i6s.  or  at  most  £,-2.  8s.  is,  after  the 
date  of  this  enactment  (February,  1673), 
to  be  spent  on  such  an  occasion;  "no 
females  to  be  admitted  to  the  feast." 

Many  incidents  are  related  in  this 
book  demonstrative  of  the  spirit  of  ex- 
clusiveness  which  obtained  two  centuries 
ago  in  the  printing,  as  in  other  guilds.  No 
one  who  had  not  been  duly  apprenticed 
to  the  trade  was  allowed  to  carry  on  busi- 
ness on  his  own  account.  In  Constanz  (on 
the  borders  of  Switzerland),  for  example, 
the  son  of  one  David  Haut  inherited  the 
printing-office  of  his  father  after  the 
latter's  death.  The  two  journeymen  in 
his  employ  afterwards  discovered  that 
their  master  had  never  been  apprenticed 
to  the  art  of  Printing,  but  to  that 
of  type-founding.  They  consequently 
struck  work,  in  which  course  of  action 
they  were  joined  by  the  apprentices. 
Haut  called  in  the  aid  of  the  Lucerne 
authorities,  but  the  men  escaped  into 
the  "  Holy  Roman  Empire,"  where  they 
had  the  support  of  the  German  printing 
guilds,  which  latter  held  the  conduct  of 
the  men  to  have  been  "  faithful  and 
true."  It  is  amusing  to  read  that, 
"although  Haut  was  left  in  po.-session 
of  his  printing-office,  it  was  ordained 
that  no  youth  apprenticed  to  him  should 
be  considered  to  have  properly  learned 
his  trade."  In  Stockholm,  a  master- 
bookbinder  named    Keiser,  advanced  in 


years,  similarly  inherited  a  printing- 
office.  He,  in  consequence,  proceeded 
to  Hamburg,  requesting  the  local  guild 
to  allow  him  to  be  apprenticed  to  the 
craft.  His  wish  was  complied  with,  and 
a  manager  was  appointed,  to  whom  he 
was  apprenticed,  and  who,  meanwhile, 
took  the  superintendence  of  the  Stock- 
holm establishment.  Having  completed 
his  term  of  service  he  was  declared  free 
of  the  Hamburg  guild.  The  question  of 
apprenticeship  continued  a  fruitful  source 
of  discord.  Again  and  again  regulations 
were  passed  to  limit  the  number  of  boys 
in  printing-offices,  and  those  who  had 
served  with  masters  who  employed  boy 
labour,  either  exclusively  or  to  a  dis- 
proportionate extent,  were  not  admitted 
to  the  ranks  of  the  journej'men.  Despite 
all  enactments,  however,  boy  labour 
continued  to  flourish,  although  the 
proprietors  of  such  so-called  "  hedge 
presses"  were  held  in  great  contempt 
both  by  masters  and  men. 

From  an  edict  issued  by  the  Dantzig 
Town  Council,  and  given,  in  extenso, 
by  Werther,  it  would  appear  that  the 
employers  as  well  as  the  employed  had  a 
right  to  a  certain  number  of  copies  of 
any  work  printed  in  their  establishment. 
It  is  provided,  by  an  enactment  of  the 
year  1660,  that  the  author  shall  have  the 
right  to  redeem  the  copies  in  question, 
while  in  no  case  was  it  legal  to  dispose 
of  these  presentation  copies  before  the 
complete  work  had  been  delivered  to  the 
author.  Printers  were  also  threatened 
with  imprisonment  and  the  recovery  of 
damages  if  they  struck  off  any  extra 
copies  besides  those  ordered  by_  the 
author.  Many  other  and  no  less  inter- 
esting particulars  are  given  in  the  above 
work,  which  contains,  in  addition,  the 
names  of  successive  early  printers  in 
many  German  towns,  and  the  seals  of 
several  printing  corporations  are  also 
figured. 

The  above  synopsis  conveys  a  fair  idea 
of  the  curious  contents  of  the  volume, 
and  the  reading-matter  of  the  title-page 
being  no  less  quaint,  it  may  be  of  interest 
to  append  an  English  translation  thereof :

The  first  Charles  Whittingham  was 
born  near  Coventry,  June  16,  1767,  and 
was  apprenticed  to  a  printer.  At  the 
age  of  twenty-five  he  came  to  London, 
where  he  carried  on  the  business  of  a 
printer  till  1799,  when  he  removed  to 
Dean-street,  Eetter-lane.  In  1807,  he 
removed  to  more  commodious  premises 
at  103,  Goswell-street,  where,  in  181 1, 
he  took  Rowland  into  partnership,  styling 
the  firm  "  Whittingham  &  Rowland, 
Printers,"  which  continued  until  1818. 
In  1825  the  Goswell-street  establishment 
was  vacated.  Meanwhile,  Whittingham 
removed  to  Chiswick  and  set  up  his  first 
press  there  under  the  management  of 
Rowland.  He  was  first  in  a  house  on 
the  Mall,  and  then  removed  to  College- 
house.  The  business  at  Chiswick  was 
wholly  his  own,  and  carried  on  in  his  sole 
name  till  his  death  in  January,  1840.

would    drop    the 


Pirates,  but  declined.  He  early  turned 
his  attention  to  the  printing  of  woodcuts, 
and  was  the  first  who  adopted  the  now 
common  method  of  overlays  in  making- 
ready. 

Charles  Whittingham,  the  nephew, 
was  born  at  Mitcham  in  Surrey,  October 
30,  1795  ;  was  apprenticed  to  his  uncle 
on  his  removing  to  Chiswick,  at  the 
Stationers'  Company  about  181  r,  became 
a  liveryman  of  the  company  in  181 8,  and 
was,  for  some  years,  a  member  of  the 
Court  of  Assistants.  His  name  was  as- 
sociated with  that  of  his  uncle,  under 
the  style  of  C.  &  C.  Whittingham,  from 
1824  to  1830,  but  in  August,  1828,  he 
succeeded  to  the  old  premises  of  Valpy, 
in  Tooke's-court,  Chancery-lane,  and  set 
up  business  for  himself.  During  his 
first  year  here,  he  began  printing  for 
William  Pickering,  the  Piccadilly  pub- 
lisher, whose  beautiful  books  have 
rendered  his  name  famous  the  world 
over.  In  1840  the  nephew  succeeded

In  i860,  Mr.  Whittingham  had  taken 
into  partnership  his  manager,  Mr.  John 
Wilkins  ;  he  died  in  1869,  when  the 
Chiswick  Press  reverted  to  Mr.  Whit- 
tingham, and  was  conducted  by  Mr.  J. 
C.  Wilkins,  jun.,  till  1871.  In  1872  a 
triple  partnership  was  formed  by  Mr. 
Whittingham  with  his  sons,  Charles, 
John,  and  John  Charles  Whittingham, 
and  his  son-in-law,  Mr.  B.  F.  Stevens, 
the  extensive  American  bookseller,  4, 
Charing-cross.  This  arrangement  was 
dissolved  in  1876,  Mr.  Whittingham 
•having  died  on  the  21st  of  i^pril.  The 
business    is    being    carried     on    by   the 


executors  and  family,  and  some  of  its 
books  are  worthy  of  the  reputation  of  its 
founder. 

Quite  recently,  Mr.  Henry  Stevens 
(of  Vermont),  brother  of  Mr.  _B.  F. 
Stevens,  already  mentioned,  has  issued, 
in  a  daintily-printed  little  book,  his  paper 
read  before  the  Cambridge  Meeting  of 
the  Library  Association.

John  Farlow  Wilson 
is  the  .son  of  Mr.  J.  Farlow  Wilson, 
practical  manager  of  the  great  firm 
of  Cassell  &  Co.,  Limited,  La  Belle 
Sauvage-yard,  Ludgate-hill,  a  position 
which  he  holds  owing  not  less  to  his 
administrative  abilities  than  to  his  capa- 
biHties  as  a  practical  printer.  Brought 
up  under  the  care  and  training  of  a 
gentleman  who  was  enabled  to  put  his 
son  through  the  various  departments 
of  a  first-class  establishment,  Mr.  F.  J.  F. 
Wilson  learned  his  business  in  the 
most  thorough  manner  by  working  in 
each  branch  for  a  sufficiently  long  period 
to  acquire  a  good  technical  knowledge 
of  the  whole.  He  then  assisted  for 
some  time  in  the  details  of  management. 
In  January,  1880,  he  obtained  the  ap- 
pointment of  manager  of  the  extensive 
printing  department  of  W.  H.  Smith

_  It  is  stated  in  the  Preface  that,  at  the 
time  this  hand-book  was  originally 
planned,  no  modern  practical  work  on 
the  same  subject  existed.  The  want,  it 
may  be  mentioned  here,  has  not  even 
yet  been  supplied,  as  far  as  a  book  in 
the  English  language  is  concerned,  the 
nearest  approach  being  Noble's  "  L)iffi- 
culties  in  Machine  Printing,  and  How  to 
Overcome  them,"  which  may  be  recom- 
mended as  a  supplement  to  this  book, 
but  it  does  not  describe  the  varieties  and 
construction  of  machines.  In  France 
and  Germany,  however,  several  valuable 
practical  works  of  a  very  complete 
character  have  since  appeared  {see 
MoNNET  and  Waldow). 

Mr.  Wilson's  book  begins  with  an 
account  of  the  distinction  between  the 
press  and  the  machine,  and  of  the 
invention  of  the  latter.  This  historical 
part  now  requires  modification,  owing 
to  the  researches  of  Herr  Theodor 
Goebel,  embodied  in  his  memoir  of 
"  Friedrich  Koenig  und  die  Erfindung 
der  Schnellpresse  "  (Stuttgart,  1883),  and 
the  valuable  articles  reviewing  it,  by 
Mr.  William  Blades,  in  the  Printers 
Reg,ister,  October,  1883,  to  June,  1884, 
inclusive.  Mr.  Wilson  proceeds  to  give 
instructions  for  making-ready,  and  then 
enters  into  particulars  of  platen,  per- 
fecting, single  -  cylinder,  two  -  colour, 
jobbing,  and  rotary  machines,  not  omit- 
ting motors,  gas,  steam,  and  water 
engines,  concluding  with  the  appliances 
of  the  printer's  warehouse.  In  the 
Appendix  of  1884,  reference  is  made  to 
several  material  changes  which,  in  the 
short  space  of  five  years,  had  taken  place

Wolf's  book  is,  in  itself  as  well  as  in 
its  contents,  a  "  typographical  monu- 
ment." He  collected  many  fugitive  and 
ephemeral  dissertations,  poems,  memoirs, 
&c.,  and  translated  them  into  Latin.  In 
this  way  he  has  preserved  some  of  the 
literature  of  printing  that  might  other- 
wise have  passed  away  into  oblivion. 
The  pieces  are,  of  course,  of  unequal 
value  ;  some,  indeed  having  no  value  at 
all  as  historj',  but  as  curiosities.  In  this 
BiBLiOGKAi'HY  most  of  them  have  been 
cited  under  the  names  of  their  authors, 
and  the  annotations  given  may  be  useful 
to  students  of  this  remarkable  col- 
lection. 

In  part  i.,  vol.  i.,  is  the  first  Biblio- 
graphy of  Printing  ever  compiled.  It  is 
headed  : —  "  Bibliotheca  Typographica, 
seu  elenchus  scriptorum,  qui  partem 
copiose,  partem  breviter,  artem  typo- 
graphicumillustrarunt"  (pp.  1-72).  There 
are  brief  annotations  to  many  of  the 
items. 

JoHANN  Christian  von  Wolf  was 
a  German  philosopher  and  mathematician, 
born  1679;  was  named  professor  of  mathe- 
matics at  Halle,  in  1707.  Through  the 
influence,  partly  of  personal  enemies, 
and  partly  of  the  "  odium  theologicum," 
he  was  deprived  of  his  chair  and  banished 
from  Prussia,    1723.      He  long  held  the 
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chair  of  mathematics  and  philosophy  at 
Marburg  ;  but  on  the  invitation  of  Fred- 
erick the  Great  he  returned  to  Halle,  in 
1741,  as  professor  of  international  law. 
His  chief  philosophical  work  is  entitled 
"  Philosophia  Rationalis,"  w!iich  ap- 
peared in  1728,  followed  by  "  Philosophia 


Prima,"   "  Theologica    Natui-alis,"    and 
several  others. 

It  is  important  to  observe  that  John 
Christian  Wolf,  the  author  of  the  above, 
had  a  brother,  John  Christopher  Wolf 
{see  infra),  as  the  similarity  of  nameS 
has  led  to  confusion.

John  Christopher  Wolf  was  the 
brother  of  John  Christian  Wolf,  who 
compiled  the  "  Monumenta  Typo- 
graphica  "  {see  supra).  He  was  a  pastor 
of  a  congregation  at  Hamburg,  and  made 
a  large  collection  of  manuscripts  and 
publications,  many  having  reference  to 
the  origin  of  printing.     Some  of  these  he 


bought  from  the  heirs  of  Zacharias 
Conrad  von  Ufifenbach,  a  distinguished 
magistrate  and  collector  of  literary 
treasures  at  Frankfurt,  who  died  in  1734. 
A  number  of  references  to  this  writer  and 
his  monuments  will  be  found  in  Hessels' 
"  Gutenberg."

The  catalogue  of  three  exhibitions  of 
machinery,  materials,  and  products,  held 
in  the  Agricultural  Hall,  Islington,  Lon- 
don, in  1880,  1881,  and  1883  respectively. 
The  originator  and  organiser  was  Mr. 
Robert  Dale,  who  was  connected  with 
the  management  of  the  great  hall,  origin- 
ally built  for  the  purpose  of  periodical 
cattle  shows.  Mr.  Dale's  idea  was  that 
an  exhibition  of  the  kind  would  be  useful 
for  advertising  and  business  purposes  to 
those  who  contributed  to  it,  and  interest- 
ing to  the  public,  who  would  be  attracted 
to  It.  His  idea  was  only  partially  realised. 
The  first  exhibition  was  a  very  good  one, 
and  there  was  a  large  attendance.  It 
was  under  the  patronage  of  the  Lord 
Mayor  of  London,  Sir  Francis  Wyatt 
Truscott;  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Dublin,  the 
Kt.  Hon.  E.  Dwyer  Grey,  M.P.;  the 
Lord  Provost  of  Edinburgh,  the  Rt.  Hon. 
Thos.  J.  Boyd  ;  and  the  Lord  Provost 
of  Glasgow,  the  Rt.  Hon.  Wm.  Collins, 
for  it  was  a  singular  coincidence  that  in 
this  year  the  chief  magistrates  of  the 
chief  cities  in  the  kingdom  were  printers, 
stationers,  or  publishers.  A  charge  was 
made  for  the  space  room  occupied  by  ex- 
hibitors, and  there  was  also  a  charge  for 
admission  to  visitors.  The  second  exhibi- 


and  could  not  be  prevailed  upon  to  re- 
linquish it.  The  result  was  that  the 
exhibition  was  a  great  falling-off"  even 
upon  its  predecessor.  Mr.  Dale  died  in 
January  of  the  following  year,  aged  40. 
He  was  a  man  of  great  energy,  business 
capacity,  urbanity,  and  uprightness. 

In  addition  to  the  list  and  a  classified 
catalogue  of  the  exhibits,  the  first  cata- 
logue contains  a  preface,  and  an  article 
on  "  The  Future  of  Trade  Exhibitions," 
by  the  editor.  Then  followed  a  long 
article  on  "  The  Origin  and  Progress  of 
Printing,"  by  Mr.  John  Southward.  It 
was  divided  into  short  histories  of  the 
printing  -  press,  composition  rollers, 
motors,  typefounding,  stereotyping, 
electrotyping,  type  -  setting,  pressing 
printed  sheets,  engraving  on  ;netal,  en- 
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graving  on  wood,  process  blocks,  glyce- 
rine tablets,  and  lithography.  As  might 
be  expected  from  an  author  engaged  for 
many  years  in  writing  continuously  for 
the  trade  journals,  the  information  was 
brought  up  to  date  and  accurate.  Future 
historians  may  find  it  of  use  as  denoting 
the  processes  in  vogue  in  the  year  1880. 

The  catalogue  of  the  second  exhibition 
contained    a    preface,    and    articles    on

John  Wolfe  (see  device  on  p.  94) 
was  a  city  printer  and  also  a  fishmonger. 
Stow,  in  his  "  Survey,"  gives  a  curious 
account  of  him.  "  He  used  the  art  of 
printing,  and  in  a  contest  between  the 
patentees  and  the  Stationers'  Company, 
taking  upon  him  as  a  captain  in  this 
cause,  was  content  with  no  agreement, 
but  generally  affirmed  that  he  might  and 
would  print  any  lawful  book,    notwith-

Wolfe's  printing-office  stood  in  St. 
Paul's-churchyard,  at  the  sign  of  the 
Brazen  Serpent,  which  emblem  he  used 
as  a  device.  Stow  thought  that  he  built 
his  dwelling  "  from  the  ground,  out  of 
the  old  chapel  which  he  purchased  of  the 
king  at  the  dissolution  of  the  monasteries; 
on  the  same  ground  he  had  several  other 
tenements,  and  afterwards  purchased 
several  leases  of  the  dean  and  chapter  of 
St.  Paufs."  He  followed  his  typo- 
graphical occupation  for  some  years  with 
great  reputation ;  he  printed  most  of 
Archbishop  Cranmer's  writings,  and  was 
also  emploj'ed  by  other  eminent  men. 
Ames  says  that  he  was  the  first  person 
who  enjoyed  a  patent  for  being  printer  to 
the  king  in  Latin,  Greek,  and  Hebrew ; 
by  which  instrument  he  was  also  author- 
ised to  be  his  majesty's  bookseller  and 
stationer,  with  an  annuity  of  26s.  8d. 
during  life.  All  other  booksellers  and 
stationers  were  prohibited  from  printing 
or  selling  any  of  his  books.  During  Queen 
Mary's  reign  Ames  supposes  that  Wolfe 
was  employed  in  preparing  the  materials 
which  compose  Holinshed's  "Chronicle." 
In  the  first  year  of  the  reign  of  Elizabeth, 
he  became  Master  of  the  Stationers'  Com- 
pany, to  which  he  was  a  generous  bene- 
factor and  one  of  the  original  members. 


In  1564,  1567,  and  T572,  he  again  served 
the  same  office.  He  is  thought  to  have 
died  in  1573,  when  he  was  buried  in  the 
church  of  St.  Faith. 

The  portrait  herewith  is  that  drawn  by 
Faithorne,  and  reprinted  in  Ames's 
"  Typographical  Antiquities."  Wolfe 
used  two  devices,  the  larger  one  of  which 
is  here  reproduced.  It  was  probably 
adopted  from  some  foreign  printer,  as 
the  serpent  was  usually  introduced  in 
their  devices.  "Thus,  perhaps,"  says 
Johnson  in  the  "Typographia,"  "came 
from  Conrad  Neobanus  {jiin'e  his  '  Apos- 
tolorum  et  Sanctorum  Concilia,'  1510, 
4to).  There  appears  to  have  been  some 
tangible  figure  of  this  device,  probably  a 
carved  sign,  since  in  the  will  of  Wolfe's 
widow  the  Brazen  Serpent  is  a  part  of 
the  goods  bequeathed  to  her  other  son 
Robert.  Wolfe's  other  device,  of  which 
there  are  two  sizes,  consisted  of  an 
elegant  cartouche  German  shield,  on 
which  is  represented  a  fruit-tree  and  two 
boys,  one  of  whom  is  taking  down  the 
fruit  with  a  stick,  whilst  the  other  is 
taking  it  up  oflF  the  ground.  A  large 
scroll  of  two  folds  passes  between  the 
upper  branches  of  the  tree  containing 
the  word  "Charitas"  in  small  Roman 
characters  ;  whence  this  device  is  called 
by  Ames  and  Herbert  the  "Tree  of 
Charity."

Wynkbn  de  Worde  was  one  of  the 
most  eminent  of  our  ancient  printers, 
not  only  from  the  number  of  his  pub- 
lications, but  also  from  the  typographical 
excellence  which  they  exhibit.  From 
an  examination  of  the  Rolls  patents,  it 
appears  that  he  was  born  in  Lorraine, 
and  became  a  denizen  of  England  in 
149'^.  It  has  been  conjectured  that  he 
was  an  assistant  or  workman  with 
Caxton  before  he  came  to  England ;  he 


ceived  from  the  Countess  of  Richmond, 
daughter  of  the  Duke  of  Somerset  and 
mother  of  Henry  VII.  The  colophon  of 
a  book  printed  in  1496  shows  that  he 
was  then  still  living  at  Westminster,  in 
Caxton's  house.  In  this  office  he  appears 
to  have  continued  until  the  year  1499, 
and  soon  after  he  removed  to  "  the  sign 
of  the  Golden  Sun,"  in  the  parish  of  St. 
Bride,  in  the  "  Fletestreet."  This  neigh- 
bourhood he  appears  never  to  have  left, 
certainly  was  connected  with  him  at  and  in  his  will  he  directs  his  body  to  be 
Westminster,     and     remained     so     till     buried   in   the   parochial   church   of  St. 


Caxton's  death,  about  1496.  After  this 
he  practised  the  art  of  Printing  on  his 
own  account ;  perhaps  in  his  master's 
hou'^e.  _  The  exact  date  of  his  first 
production  is  uncertain  ;  Dibdin  says  it 
was  not  before  1493.  He  also  thinks 
that  the  interval  between  the  death  of 
his  master  and  the  appearance  of  De 
Worde's  first  production  was  principally 
occupied  in  rearrangements  and  in  pro- 
curing new  type.  In  the  colophon  of 
Hilton's  "Ladder  of  Perfection,"  printed 
in  1494,  he_  notices  the  death  of  his 
master,  and  in  the  second  verse  mentions 
the  patronage  which  he  himself  had  re-

however,  in  a  different  house,  as,  in  the 
colophon  of  a  work  printed  in  1532,  he  is 
stated  to  be  living  "  in  flete-strete,  at  the 
sygne  of  the  Sonne,  agaynst  the  Con- 
dyth."  The  situation  must  have  been 
somewhere  about  the  present  Ludgate- 
circus,  where  there  was  a  conduit  from 
Ludgate-hill  to  Fleet-street.  "  In  this 
parish  of  St.  Bridget,"  says  Stow,  "was 
a  messuage  or  inn  called  the  Falcon,  in 
the  tenure  of  the  famous  printer."  It  is 
supposed  that  Wynken  de  Worde  died 
in    1  =  34,    although  the  colophon  to    his 
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edition  of  "  iEsop  "  is  dated  1535.  Dibdin 
shows  that  his  will  was  proved  on 
January  19  of  that  year,  however.  It  is 
not  known  whether  he  was  rnarried. 
According  to  the  custom  of  his  time,  he 
was  a  stationer,  since  he  calls  himself  in 
his  will  "citizen  and  stationer  of  London."

Mores  further  says  that  VVynken 
de  Worde's  Gothic  type  has  "  been  the 
pattern  for  his  successors  in  the  art." 

Devices. — Nine  devices  are  known  to 
have  been  used  by  Wynken  de  Worde. 

1.  Ihe  "  white  -  grounded  Caxton 
device,"  which  is  merely  a  copy  of 
Caxton's  smallest  device.  It  was  the 
first  adopted  by  Wynken  de  Worde, 
being  used  by  him  only  "  at  West- 
minster," or  "  Jn  Caxton's  house,"  with- 
out any  other  colophon. 

2.  I'he  "small  black-grounded  Caxton 
device."  It  is  an  elongated  variation  of 
the  preceding,  without  the  border,  sur- 
rounded by  a  narrow  double  line,  and 
leaving  the  letters,  cyphers,  flourishes, 
and  ornaments  drawn  in  white  upon  a 
black  stellated  background.  On  a 
narrow  white  space  beneath  the  device, 
which  in  No.  i  is  filled  with  leaves  and 
flowers,  is  the  name  of  Wynken  de 
Worde  in  small  stout  black  letter.  'Jhe 
present  was  one  of  the  earliest  devices 
used  by  this  printer  in  Fleet-street. 

3.  A  very  rare  tripartite  device,  nearly 
square,  and  enclosed  by  one  strong  black 
line.  At  the  top  is  a  scroll  of  three  folds 
placed  between  two  blazing  stars,  having 
upon  it  the  name  of  Wynken  de  Worde  in 
small  stout  black  letters.  Beneath  the 
centre  of  the  scroll  is  a  crescent,  sup- 
porting a  star  between  its  horns  ;  and 
below,  occupying  almost  the  whole 
breadth  of  the  cut,  are  Caxton's  initials 
and  cypher,  linked  together  by  large  and 
grotesque  knots,  all  cut  in  outline.  The 
bottom  of  this  device  displays  the  sun, 
standing  between  three  tall  flowers  grow- 
ing out  of  the  ground  on  the  left  hand, 
and  a  vine  with  grapes  on  the  right.  A 
tuft  of  grass  and  leaves  appears  at  the 
root  of  each  plant,  and  another  rises  out 
of  the  bottom  centre  of  the  engraving 
next  to  the  frame. 

4.  The  "flowery  Caxton  device."  A 
square  device,  rather  smaller  than  the 
last,  consisting  of  the  "  W.C."  and  cypher 
reversed,  in  strong  black  letters  on  a 
white  ground  ;  while,  from  the  centre 
beneath,  spring  out  two  branches  with 
four  flowers  on  each,  inclining  down  on 
each  side.  The  whole  is  within  a 
narrow  border  of  somewhat  rich  foliage, 
bounded  both  without  and  within  by  a 
double  line,  but  that  on  the  outside  of  all 
is  considerably  thicker  than  the  rest.  At 
each  of  the  four  angles  of  the  border  is  a 
black  square,  containing  a  rose  or  star 
drawn  upon  it  in  white.  Used  only  at 
Westminster. 

5.  'I'he  tripartite  device.  This,  di- 
vided  into   three    parts    lengthways,    is 
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very  interesting.  The  upper  third  alludes 
to  the  sign  of  Wynken  de  Worde's  habi- 
tation in  Fleet-street,  the  "Golden 
Sun,"  standing  on  a  flat  crescent.  The 
middle  refers  to  his  connexion  with 
Caxton,  as  it  is  occupied  with  the 
letters  W.C.  and  the  cypher.  The  lower 
refers  to  himself  and  his  royal  patroness, 
Margaret,  mother  of  Henry  VII.,  since 
he  introduces  his  own  name  and  the 
royal  supporter,  the  greyhound.  On 
the  edge  of  the  scroll  is  a  rude  represen- 
tation of  a  Sagittarius,  lying  down  and 
holding  up  his  bow  with  his  left 
hand. 

6.  The  common  or  largest  tripartite 
device,  which  we  reproduce.  It  is  an 
upright  parallelogram,  surrounded  and 
divided  by  double  line.  The  contents  of 
the  divisions  are  nearly  the  same  as  in 
No.  5,  but  they  are  larger.  The  crescent 
in  the  upper  one  is  omitted.  The  small 
stars  are  differently  arranged.  The 
initials  in  the  centre  are  particularly 
large  and  handsome.  In  the  lowest  com- 
partment the  scroll  has  a  double  outline, 
and  with  the  Sagittarius  and  hound  is 
reversed.  Wynken  de  Worde  used  this 
device  more  frequently  than  any  other, 
and  is  supposed  to  have  adopted  it  about

7.  The  Sagittarius  device,  in  black, 
with  white  characters.  Between  two 
sagittarii  is  the  device  of  Caxton  ;  above, 
the  sun  and  flaming  stars  ;  below,  W.C. 
in  Roman  letters.  Outside,  the  device  at 
the  foot,  Wynken  de  Worde  in  black 
letters. 

8.  The  picturesque  device,  copied  from 
one  belonging  to  Froben,  with  the  omis- 
sion of  part  of  the  background.  It  con- 
sists of  a  semicircular  arch,  supported 
by  short  pillars,  with  foliated  capitals, 
plinths,  and  bases ;  on  the  top  of  each  is 
a  boy  habited  like  a  soldier,  with  a  spear 
and  shield.  Immediately  within  the  arch 
is  a  sun  with  double  rays  ;  on  the  left  of 
which  is  an  eight-pointed  star,  and  on 
the  right  a  crescent,  with  a  three-quarter 
face  in  it.  Round  these,  five  small  stars. 
Below,  a  large  cartouche  German  shield 
supported  by  three  boys.  In  the  back- 
ground, hills  with  two  buildings.  Upon 
the  shield,  a  small  black  W.C.  and  cypher 
with  an  heraldic  rose,  &c.  Beneath 
the  engraving,  "  Wynken  Worde."  The 
whole  surrounded  by  a  double  line. 
Supposed  to  have  been  adopted  1521. 
It  was  usual  with  De  Worde  to  enlarge 
this  device  with  four  ornamental  pieces 
of  wood  and  metal,  which  formed  a 
border,  and  which  contained  Caxton's 
cypher  on  a  shield  in  the  centre  of  the 
upper  and  lower  pieces.       These    mov- 
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able    decorations   were    also  frequently 
used  as  an  inclosure  for  his  titles. 

9.  A  large  royal  and  heraldic  device 
used  as  a  frontispiece  to  acts  of  parlia- 
ment, &c.  The  device  is  in  the  form  of 
an  upright  parallelogram,  surrounded  by 
a  double  line.  These  enclose  a  species 
of  arched  panel,  including  clustered 
columns  and  Gothic  mouldings.     Under
